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HIS POWER IN INDIA. 


A RELIGIOUS LEADER.

Hs Highness the Aga Khan is probably 

the most hopeful of this year’s 
Derby entrants. He has determined to 
add this famous race to his racing 
honours, and he has entered no fewer than 
nine horses for the event. 

Who, in these ‘Countries realises the 
omnipotence of this religious leader in the 
East? Here he is known only as a 
wealthy Indian prince whose name is most 
seen in connection with the Turf, though 
he never bets. Far away that same name 
casts a spell, whether it be among desert 
nomads of Asia and Africa, industrious 
peasants tilling under the hot rays of the 
sun, coolies huddled together in eastern 
cities, or oriental merchants reclining on 
luxurious divans. They all speak of him, 
but in tones of awe. 


HOLIEST MAN. 


The Pope himself has no more influence 
over his Western flock than has this 
princely ‘race-horse owner in the East. 
He is, indeed, the Pope of the East. Fifty 
million people acknowledge his sway as 
their spiritual chief. To them he is the 
holiest of -holy men. His residence in 
Bombay is the Vatican of Asia; the very 
water in which he bathes is considered 
holy. 

Aga Khan is his title by hereditary 
right as the spiritual leader of the 
Ismaeli and Khoja sects of Mohammedans. 
His followers are to be found throughout 
Africa and Asia, from Morocco in the 
West to the far eastern Ceserts of Central: 
Asia. He is the acknowledged head of the 
Moslem community in India. Though 
ranked among the most powerful princes 
of India ,he is not an Indian—at least, 
not by birth. He was born in Persia, the 
son of a Persian.princess, and the grand- 
son of a Persian administrator who lost 
favour. at Court, and was forced to flee 
from the country. “ 

The Aga Khan is not an ordinary re- 
ligious leader. Where-s other leaders of 
religion may trace historical succession 
with predecessors in office, he can trace 
af.inity of blood. He claims to be the 
forty-eighth descendant from Ali, Maho- 
met’s son-in-law, round whom numerous 
battles of faith in Islam have been waged. 
He is also forty-second in descent from 
Ismael, the founder of the sect of which 
he is the chief. 

His Highness Aga Khan III. is the 
correct way to style him, for his grand- 
father assumed the title Aga Khan I., and 
the Indian Government bestowed the title 
‘His Highness’’ on the present prince 
when he was eight years of age—the year 
after his father died. 


DEBT TO MOTHER. 


His Highness Aga Khan IIT. owes a 
great deal to his mother, who wisely 
superintended his training after the death 
of his father. He was afforded a good 
western training under Irish tutors, as 
well as oriental instruction. Unlike many 
of her co-religionists, the Aga Khan’s 
mother does not appear to have iived much 
in awe of the male sex. 

She prescribed a somewhat Spartan up- 
bringing for her son, and never stayed the 
hand of his tutors—as so many mothers 
might have done—when punishment was 
necessary. One timid-hearted attendant of 
hers is. reported to have queried the 
severity with which he was sometimes 
punished, and to have passed a remark to 
the mother that a continuance of such 
treatment might kill him. ‘‘ Well, much 
better be dead than an ignoramus,’’ the 
Royal mother is said to have retorted. 

The young prince soon became famed 
as a traveller. He made world tours, 
visiting the various Courts of Europe and 
receiving the homage of kis followers in 
all parts of the world. The latter soon 
learnt to seek and value his advice and 
guidance. He showed himself to be 
peculiarly talented in this direction. He 
was a born peacemaker, and was not slow 
in applying himself to the task of im- 
proving the lot of his co-religionists in 
India—irrespective of sect—and of acting 
in the réle of peacemaker between various 
contending factions of his community. 


APPEALS TO MOSLEMS. 


He has made appeal after appeal to 
Moslems to become more tolerant and 
broadminded in their views, and to 
drop their differences and form: a united 
front. Recently he answered a stern call 
to duty, and though unwell, left Europe 
for India, there to preside over the All 
Parties Muslim Conference. While there, 
he surprised many people by his modernist 
views. He appealed to Mohammedans to 
readjust their views on cow-slaughter—the 
cause of so much friction between them- 
selves and the Hindus, and thus to obviate 
the terribly bloody disturbances that have 
shocked Europe and have had such harm- 
ful effects on the future of Indian 
Nationalism. 

The Aga Khan is himself an ardent 
Indian Nationalist, but he believes that 
Indians have to prepare themselves for 
the responsibility if ever they are to 
govern themselves. That is why he is 
opposed to the non-co-operation tacties of 
the Swarajist, or home rule, politicians of 
India. 

The Aga Khan’s prestige as a peace- 
maker in India, where, nowadays, he 
usually spends about four months in every 
year, is very high, but it is not confined 
to that country. After the war he gave 
invaluable assistance to the world at large 
when he advocated the cause of Turkey 
at the Peace Councils of Lausanne and 
elsewhere. His advice served to induce a 
the Allies to treat Turkey more leniently 
than they might have done; thus he was 
able to pacify the inflamed’ elements 
throughout the Moslem world, who were 
ready to oppose by arms what they con- 
sidered was sacrilege to Turkey—the seat 
of the Caliphate and spiritual centre of 
Islam. 


ARBITRARY POWERS. 


So great has been the Ava Khan’s work 
for peace that, in 1924, he was recom- 
mended by the Indian Government for 
the Nobel Peace. Prize. In India he is 
used to abject. devotion on the part of 
his followers, rich and poor, and of living 
in the utmost 'Pomp; yet away from the 
Indian shores he ig merely a cultured 
man, travelling quite uncerimonially. His 
jewels which are worth a small fortune 
in themselves, he leaves in India. 
“‘ Jewels are for women only,” he says, 
““they look much nicer on them than on 
men.” 

He is a keen eychikt and a good golfer. 
besides being a racing man. He delights, 
too, in pictures and sculpture, and is a 
voluminous reader in the Persian. French 
and English languages. During its 
appropriate season, whether in London or 
on the Continent, he takes a great interest 
in opera and in the Russian ballet. 
Indeed, this Prince of India, this man of 
royal blood who depends on the Indian 
Government for his royal title. this great 
peacemaker, has far more interests in life 
than most men. To the British public, 
however, he is chiefly a race-horse owner 
and possible winner of the Derby.

Plunket Coming-of-.Age. 


Mr. David Pierce C.‘ Plunket, whose 
coming-of-age I have already noted, is a 
member of a family which has long been 
prominent) in Ireland. 

One “of the earliest members of the 
family who settled in Ireland; was the 
Rev. Thomas Plunket, a minister of the 
Church of Scotland, who held an 
appointment in Dublin. His elder son, 
Patrick, became eminent as a physician 
in Dublin. The younger son was a 
prominent lawyer, held office as Attorney- 
General for Ireland, and was raised to the 
Peerage as Baron Plunket in 1827 on his 
advancement to the Chief Justiceship of 
the Court of Common Pleas. He was 
— Lord Chancellor of Ireland in 
1 


Mr. David Plunket, whose majority is 
now to be celebrated, is the grandson of 
the fourth Baron Plunket, Archbishop of 
Dublin, and Primate of Ireland, and a 
Senator of the Royal University of Ire- 
land. On the maternal side he is the 
grandson of Sir Thomas Pierce Butler. 


Lord Ullswater. 


To-day brings a seventy-fourth anni- 
versary to Viscount Ullswater, still best 
remembered as the Right Hon. J. W. 
Lowther, Speaker of the House of 
Commons from 1905 till 1921. Coming of 
a family intimately associated with Parlia- 
ment for over two cen- 
turies, Lord Ullswater 
entered the House in 
1883, and served ten 
years’ apprenticeship 
for the Chair as 
Deputy - Speaker, 
acquiring an encyclo- 
pedic knowledge of 
men and affairs at 
St. Stephen’s which 
was never known to 
fail. In many ways 
the Viscount was an 
ideal Speaker, hand- 
some, dignified, im- 
perturbable, and pos- 
sessed of a rich resonant voice and a keen 
humour that was equal to any emergency. 
Elected just before the resignation of the 
Balfour Administration, be held the Chair 
throughout the stormy years of the Home 
Rule, Lloyd George Budge', and Lords v. 
(‘ommons controversies, :s well as during 
the terrible years of the Great War, but, 
indefatigable even in retirement, he has 
recently acted as chairman ot several im- 
portant Royal Commissions. 


Westland Row. 


Lorp ULLSWATER- 


Your comments in the “ Diary ” on the 
appearance of the entrance to the boat- 
train platform at Westland row (writes 
an English visitor on his- first holiday in 
Dublin) were endorsed by me more forcibly 
than politely a few evenings ago. I had 
occasion to go to that station to await the 
arrival of a friend coming by the boat. 
train due at 6 p.m. On the station steps 
Í asked a porter to direct me to the plat- 
form at which the boat-train arrives. 
Following his guidance I found a dark. 
malodorous and tunnel-like passage which | 
efterwards discovered was the exit for 
motors and cabs. Alongside it I found a 
cleaner entrance and was told by another 
porter that I would be permitted to enter 
the platform that way. Reaching the 
top of this passage 1 was stopped by a 
ticket-collector, who informed me that I 
could not pass through the gates without 
a platform ticket. 

Retracing my steps I got a platform 
ticket for twopence, climbed up the passage 
again, and was duly admitted. As soon 
as I got through I noticed that other 
people who came to meet friends were 
entering the platform without any 
formality, much less a platform ticket. 
Why, then, was I mulcted in twopence? 
Why on earth should people who enter a 
platform to await an incoming train be 
charged twopence, when other people on 
exactly the same business can enter by a 
carriage-way free? I can understand the 
need of a platform ticket for admission 
to a departure platform, but nobody in 
his senses is likely to attempt to board a 
train arriving at a terminal platform. 
Ts’ this another of your Irish ways of 
yreeting visitors or is it just some silly 
regulation of a railway company ? 


A Piquant Book. 


The announcement in the Spring list 
just issued by Horace Liveright, of New 
York of a forthcoming new book by 
Francis Hackett will be received in Ire- 
land with considerable excitement. 
Already Francis Hackett is very well 
known 'for an excellent book on 
“ Ireland,” and for a volume of collected 
essays from the “ New Republic,” with 
which periodical he had editorial connec- 
tion for many years. Since his return to 
Ireland much of his work has appeared 
in British and Irish periodicals. His new 
book is entitled ‘‘ Henry the Eighth: A 
Personal History,’ and it is likely to 
prove piquant reading. Probably the 
trail which Mr. Lytton Strachey has 
made will be followed, in which event 
Henry is certain to beeome much more 
real than he has been in the biographies 
and the histories. It is, indeed, some- 
what peculiar that Mr, Lytton Strachey 
himself ‘should have overlooked such a 
very tempting subject. 


Henry VIII. 


“Under the fire of Mr. Hackett’s 
brilliant pen,” says the publisher, '' the 
legend of Henry VIII. becomes reality ; 
the libertine becomes the statesman; the 
fabled Bluebeard becomes Machiavelli’s 
Prince in the flesh, as brilliant and 
intriguing a figure as Elizabeth herself, 
and . far less known and under- 
stood. Hackett succeeds at once in tell- 
ing a thrilling story, in sticking to 
historical fact, much of which he unearths 
for the first time, and in building up a 
character portrait of one of the most 
picturesque and complex figures in 
history. Founder of the British Navy, 

acifier of Ireland, Empire builder, bril- 
iant theologist, talented poet and musi- 
cian, Henry never scrupled to use any 
means to achieve his ends, even to the 
overthrow of the existing religion and the 
erection of a new natidnal Church. This 
biography discloses the inner lives of 
Henry's six wives, and reproduces actual 
conversations, culled from private corre- 
spondence, which the gossips of his da 
would have given their eyes to hear.” It

Howth. 


A correspondent writes:—A walk which 
I had yesterday over the Hill of Howth 
was delightful. Howth, so colourful and 
mellow in the Autumn, is wonderfully 
bracing in the Spring. It was blustery ; 
a low mist came over the bay and scudded 
in thin vapoury clouds across the hill; 
white horses broke the grey-blue sea, and 
looking out in a south-easterly direction 
one seemed to see nothing but a vast 
expanse of water ; for the familiar view of 
the opposite coast-line was obscured by 
the soft mist from a point below Killiney. 
The ‘ close-up’’ of the sea beyond the 
Baily lighthouse reminded me of glimpses 
caught by Hone on his canvas—that grey- 
blue, wind-swept bracing sea of Dublin 
Bay over against the Hill of Howth. 


Ghe Sea-Gulls. 


We soon abandoned the stony, uneven 
road and walked along the margin of the 
head around towards the Baily on a 
lovely soft sward, while the blustering 
wind grew kinder and the sun shot 
through the mist. We faced arourid 
northwards from the lighthouse, and as we 
walked high above the sea we saw below 
among the sharp, craggy cliffs above the 
lapping water of the ebbed tide in a little 
inlet a host of noisy sea-mews. We had 
come upon a “‘ gullery’’ at mating-time ; 
for on every jutting, pointed rock sat a 
pair of gulls, and, here and there, a soli- 
tary bird sat brooding alone on a little 
promontory while her mate soared and 
screamed above her, or a few others 
wheeled around in mated bliss in search 
of an evening meal. They were dotted in 
white pairs on the grey-black cliff, each 
couple perched at a Bameh distance from 
the others and never more than two. 
From the height on which we stood above 
them we could not see the nests; for 
without the penetrating eyes of a sea-gull 
it would be impossible to locate them on 
the rocks below. 

The first thing I heard when I awoke 
yesterday morning was the cry of a 
hungry gull wheeling Jow outside my 
window. He had evidently come to town 
in search of his breakfast. It is a sign 
of rain, they say, when the gulls come 
inland. But, perhaps, the city would not 
be reckoned inland by a bird arriving in 
my back garden via Ringsend. 


Another Basin. 


Apropos your paragraph about ‘‘ The 
Basin,’? writes a correspondent, I would 
remind you that Dublin has another 

jasin ” on the southern side of the city. 
It is situated close to the Harbour of the 
Grand Canal, where the canal narrows at 
a place which is locally known as “ the 
gut.” This very narrow part of the canal 
is popular in summer as a bathing-place, 
and is usually crowded with naked urchins 
from adjoining slum districts. “The 
Basin ” here is known by just that name, 
and the word ‘‘basin’”’ is used in the 
names of several adjacent streets, such as 
Basin street, Basin lane, and the like. 
It also gives its name 
“ national school. 

This basin was at one time the reser- 
voir for the city’s water supply, and the 
mains may still be inspected by the 
curious. It functions now as an orna- 
mental pond to the gardens of the con- 
vent, and is graced by many beautiful 
swans. Its waters are supplied by the 
Grand Canal, for which it acts as a kind 
of overflow, so that its purpose is not en- 
tirely ornamental. It would make an 
ideal swimming-pool, if ever such a scheme 
enters the mind of the city authorities, 
being enclosed by a high wall pierced at 
intervals by small doors. All that would 
be needed are dressing-rooms and the usual 
diving-boards. 

Fortunately. there has never been any 
suggestion that this excellent piece of 
water should be filled in to A se some- 
thing else. There has, in recent years, 
been much building in the neighbourhood 
by the City Commissioners, but there is 
still much land available for playing- 
fields for the children, so that the 
“ Basin ” is unlikely to meet the fate of 
its northern namesake of the Royal Canal. 
It is not so much open to the public, and 
it is, therefore, more likely to escape. 


A Brooke and an Archdale. 


A Brooke and an Archdale for Fer- 
managh. For. the past two hundred years 
at different periods Fermanagh has been 
represented in Parliament by the heads of 
the Archdale and Brooke families, and now 
once again, with the selection of the Right

candidates, the heads 

of these two families 
will represent their 
native county — this 
time in the Ulster

Irish Parliament of 

1727 Henry Brooke 

sat for County Fer- 
+managh along with 

Nicholas Archdall, In 

the Parliament of 
1761 Henry Brooke’s son, Arthur Brooke, 
who afterwards became the Right. Hon. 
Sir Arthur Brooke, Bart., sat with Mervyn 
Archdall for County Fermanagh. Sir 
Arthur also sat with Colonel Mervyn 
Archdall for thé county in the Parlia- 
ment of 1769 and 1776. 

While the Archdalls continued to repre- 
sent the county both in the Irish. and 
later in the Parliament of the United 
Kingdom, a Brooke does not appear again 
in the parliamentary list alongside an 
Archdal! till the Parliament of 1837, when 
Sir Arthur Brindsley Brooke, Bart., 
succeeded Viscount Cole when he was 
c'lled to the Upper House as Baron 
Brinstead Earl of Enniskillen. Captain 
Mervyn Archdall being the senior member. 
The same two gentlemen sat for Fer- 
managh in the Parliament of 1841, in the 
Parliament of 1847, and the Parliament of 
1852, when Brooke dropped out.

A Message From Mars.

Had I accidentally stumbled on the 
miracle in the mouths of babes? Alas— 
the messsage was a pound of sugar in a 
commonplace blue bag and the “ planet’”’ 
was Maher’s, the neighbouring grocer’s. 


“ Quash Gennis.”’ 


Now that tennis is so popular there 
have been many attempts made to invent 
a game—a kind of miniature tennis—to 
suit those thousands of people whose 
“ plots’’ are not large enough to accom- 
modate a full-sized tennis court, and this 
the new game 
being called ‘‘quash tennis” The 
‘‘quash tennis’’ court is about quarter 
the size of an ordinary court, and the 
lines on it are marked the same, and a 
net of the regulation height is used. The 
whole game is identical with lawn tennis 
except for the racquets and balls, which 
are different. 

The racquets are long-handled and 
round-headed, like a squash racquet, and 


the balls are self-inflated with a. pump, 


and covered with a sponge rubber, which 
gives them the flight of a tennis ball on a 
reduced scale. It is this that makes it 
possible for the game to be played on 
small lawns. 


The First Earl of Egmont. 


The name of a once famous Irish 
patriot should be recalled in connection 
with the romantic accession ct a Canadian 
rancher to the title and estates of the 
Egmont family. The first Earl was Sir 
John Perceval, son of a Cromwellian 

oficial in Ireland, 
who was created a 
baronet at the 
Restoration. His 
Irish property was 
Burton, Co. Cork, 
near Kanturk, where 
he was born in 1683. 
In 1715 he became 
an Jrish baron, and 
later he received the 
title of Earl of 


á AA Egmont. His diaries 
; is: have been published 
mainte by the Historical 
EARL oF KGMmont. Manuscripts Com- 
mission, as has also 
Mr. Rand’s edition of his correspondence 
with Bishop Berkeley, whose philosophy he 
sponsored. He was a member of the Irish 
Parliament in the early years of the 
eighteenth century, and as well as 
patronising Dublin intellectual society— 
which included the Molyneuxs,' the 
Maddens, Prior, Bligh or Blythe (after- 
wards Lord Darnley), Deering, his own 
cousin, and ‘Berkeley—he strongly de- 
fended national privileges and was a great 
promoter of Irish industries. He owned. 
besides Burton, a house in Capel street, a 
property at Donnycarney (near Artane), 
and a seat in England called Charlton 
(not the present home of the family, which 
is Avon, Hants). This most respectable 
person made one lapse: the writing up 
of an ancient pedigree for himself in the 
“History of the House of Yvery,’’ a work 
that has caused genealcyists to place him 
among the greatest fabricators on record ! 
Curiously enough, Dr. Johnson remarked 
of this book, “It would be well if many 
others would transmit their pedigrees to 
posterity with the same accuracy and 
generous zeal.’’ Though no: hiinself 
educated at T.C.D., Egmont worked very 
hard in the interest of Trinity College, 
defending it against the jealousy of the 
Government. 


Lansdowne House. 


Lansdowne House, Mayfair, which has 
just been sold for a sum stated to be in 
the neighbourhood of three-quarters of a 
million sterling, is one of the few old- 
world mansions of London that still have 
their gardems intact, a green oasis in a 
desert of bricks and mortar. 

More than 250 years old, the house 
itself is one of the finest examples of the 
work of the Adam brothers. and the 
stucco work of the ceilings in the lofty 
rooins is said to be unequalled in any 
other private residence in the City of 
Westminster. 

It is not so long ago since the gardens 
of Lansdowne House and those of its 
neighbour, Devonshire House, were joined 
together by a tiny foot-bridge which 
spanned Lansdowne Passage, a narrow, 
high-walled alley, that divided the two 
properties. 

The Marquess of Lansdowne had this 
bridge built s that he, when the mood 
was on him, could drop in to see his 
friend the Duke of Devonshire without 
having to go by the more circuitous way 
of the street. 


A Knight of the Road. 


Old Devonshire House and its garden 
have now. of course, gone, and their 
places have been taken by the Mayfair 
Hotel and the new Devonshire House, two 
mighty piles in red brick. 

Lansdowne Passage, however, still 
remains, and at the Curzon street end of 
it there is still, to the great annoyance 
of the many corpulent residents of the 
locality, a barrier in the shape of a 
narrow doorway with an iron post 
bisecting it. This post was placed there 
by order of a bygone Parliament, after a 
highwayman, who had held up and 
robbed a prominent citizen in Berkeley 
square, made his escape on horseback by 
way of the passage. Legend has it, 
indeed, that this highwayman was none 
other than Dick Turpin, and there is 
foundation for the statement, for the 
famous Knight of the Road stabled his 
horse in Ducking Pond Mews close by. 


The Ghost of Berkeley Square. 


Lansdowne House and its garden occupy 
the whole of the southern side of Berkeley 
square, London’s most aristocratic resi- 
dential quarter, where, perhaps, more 
famous men have lived than in any other 
part of the English metropolis. Two of 
the neighbouring houses, Nos. 45 and 50, 
have both something of a sinister history. 
It was at 45 that Lord Clive, founder of 
Britain’s power in India, committed 
suicide, and ‘‘the ghost of Berkeley 
square,’’ so much talked of some years 
ago, was supposed to be the spirit of a 
policeman, who, sent to No. 50 to act as 
caretaker during the absence of the 
tenants, became delirious and cut his 
throat. Another account had it that the 
policeman went mad after he had seen 
the ghost itself, which, in the pular 
imagination of the time, was credited with 
being able to assume varied and particu- 
larly terrifying shapes. To enter the 
haun room was said ‘‘ to be fatal to 
mind and body,” and more than once 
tenants quitted the house hurriedly:

THE SKIES IN APRIL 


NEPTUNE’S PATH. 


WONDERS OF THE 
NEBULZ. 
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From Our ASTRONOMICAL 
CORRESPONDENT: 


THE PLANETS. 


Mercury is in Superior Conjunction on 
the 17th, arid is thereafter an evening 
star. Towards the end of the month he 
will be visible to the naked eye after sun- 
set, commencing a remarkable period of 
visibility which will last till after the 
middle of May. Duting part of the time 
he will remain above the horizon till 
nearly 10 p.m. This is, therefore, an 
opportunity of seeing him which should 
not be lost. Venus is rapidly disappear- 
ing from the evening sky at the beginning 
of April, being in Inferior Conjunction 
on the 20th. In the telescope her phase 
is a slender crescent, rapidly becoming 
narrower. The horns, or ‘‘cusps,’’ of the 
crescent may be seen to embrace more 
than 180° as it narrows. This is an 
atmospheric effect, the densee atmosphere 
of our neighbour planet bringing the sun- 
light over her horizon, just as in the case 
of our own twilight zone, only more so. 

In some cases Venus may be picked up 
in the telescope when actually in Inferior 
Conjunction, and then the cusps of the 
crescent may be seen to meet, or nearly 
so. It is well known that in the case of 
a transit of Venus across the Sun a ring 
of sunlight encircles the planet some con- 
siderable time before she has passe 
entirely on to the Sun’s disc. This was 
well seen by the writer in the transit of 
1882, which was partly visible in Ireland. 
There will not be another till 2004. The 
narrowing crescent is well worth following 
in the telescope ; but this must be done in 
daylight with an equatorial telescope. It 


will be easy to follow the planet this time 
through Inferior Conjunction, as she is 
7° from the Sun at the time of nearest 
approach. After this becomes a 
morning star, and is at her greatest 
brillianey in that position on May 26th, 
but continues to be a brilliant object in 
the morning sky till the end of the year. 

Mars moves into Gemini from . Taurus. 
He is about the same brightness as the 
principal stars of Gemini, and his steady 
eastward movement will be noted with 
respect to them. 

Jupiter is nearing the end of the 
present apparition, and sets in twilight 
towards the end of the month. 

Saturn rises in the South-East at 1 a.m.

at the beginning of April, and at 11.30 ' 


p.m. at the erid of the month. 

For those who are sufficiently interested 
or curious, there is at present a good 
opportunity of seeing the planet Neptune. 
He is very close to the bright star 
Regulus, in Leo, being only 9 minutes 
of arc North of the star on the 12th. He 
moves away to the West of Regulus till 
May 10th, then reverses and is once more 
in Conjunction with Regulus on June 
6th. It is significant of the distance and 
slow motion of this planet that he has 
been already four times close to Regulus 
in the last two years. His looped path, 
folded back upon itself, is really the pro 
jection at his distance of our own motion. 
If he were a stationary body, he would 
appear to swing to and fro about a mean 
position, taking a year for a complete 
swing forward and back again. As he is 
in motion, though slowly, on his own 
account, he appears to swing eastwards 
somewhat further than he swings west 
wards, thus progressing like the Irish- 
man who slipped back two steps for every- 
one he climbed up the slippery hill. But 
Neptune does not even manage the two 
to one rate, and his slips back carry kim 
past the same point twice every year for 
quite a long time. 


| THE MOON. 


Last Quarter on the 2nd at 7.29 a.m. 

New Moon on the 9th, at 8.33 p.m. 

First Quarter on the 16th, at 2.9 p.m. 

Full Moon on the 23rd, at 9.47 p.m. 

There will be two interesting occul- 
tations during the month. On the 18th 
the star Eta Leonis will suffer occulta- 
tion by the Moon The disappearance 
will be at 6.21 p.m., and re-appearance 
at 7.31. This will, of course, be in day- 
light, but the star should be visible in a 
moderate telescope. On the 22nd the 
double star Gamma Virginis will be 
occulted, giving the unusual spectacle o! 
a double disappearance and re-appear- 
ance. The disappearance will take place 
at 11.22 p.m. on the 21st, and the re 
appearance at 12.36 a.m. on the 22nd. 
These are the times for Greenwich. The 
times for all parts of Ireland will be con- 
siderably earlier. In both cases the dis- 
appearance will take place at the Moon’s 
dark limb. 

The Moon will be in conjunction with 
Saturn on the Ist, at 8 a.m.; with 
Mercury on the 9th, at 3 a.m.; with 
Venus on the 10tL, at 6 p-m.; with 
Jupiter on the llth, at 4 p.m.; with 
Mars on the 15th, at 8 p.m. ; with Saturn 
again on the 28th, at ó p.m. 
and Jupiter will be in Conjunction on 
the same day, the 28th, at 2 p.m. It is 
possible that this interesting conjunction 
may be visible, as Mercury sets on that 
evening at 8.34 p.m., or 1 hour 19 minutes 
after the Sun. The conjunction of the 
Moon with Jupiter on the 11th will be 
very close. Indeed, on the figures given 
in the Nautical Almanac I do not see 
how an occultation can be avoided. The 
minimum distance between centres 1s only 
12 minutes of arc, and the Moon’s semt- 
diameter is 164. Possibly, the nearness 
of both bodies to the Sun, and consequent 
doubtful visibility, caused the Nautica! 
Almanac to ignore it. It will be well to 
keep a look out for the New Moon on the 
evening of the 11th, and not only during 
the evening, but in the afternoon some 
time before and after 4 p.m. ‘This should 
not be difficult with a small telescope or 
a pair of good binoculars, as the Moon 
will be nearlv two davs old : 

The positions given in the N.A. for 
lunar conjunctions are always geocentric, 
that is to say, as they would be if viewed 
from the centre of the Earth; or, what is 
the same thing, from the point of the 
Earth s surface where the Moon is over- 
head at the time. For other places it is 
necessary to correct for parallax. Now, in 
this case, as the planet is South of the 
Moon’s centre, geocentrically, an observer 
in a Northern latitude will see her closer 
to the planet than her geocentric position. 
Consequently there will be still more cer- 
tainty of an occultation. So watch the 
Moon on the 11th, about 4 p.m. It would 
be rather a lark to catcli the Nautical 
Almanac napping. Nearly as good as 
catching the bank entering an overdraft 
against you when you had still a few 
shillings credit. 


THE STARS. 


Position of the starry heavens for mid- 
night of April Ist; 11 p.m. of April 15th, 
and 10 p.m. of April 30th: 

On the meridian are Virgo and part of 
Hydra; overhead Canes Venatici and the 
tail of Ursa Major. Progressively towards 
the West are Leo, Cancer, Gemini and 
Canis Minor. All along the horizon from 
South to West is Hydra. Corvus and 
Crater are low in the S.S.W. just above 
the long trail of the preceding. Turning 
to the East we find Bodétes, Corona, Her- 
cules, Serpens and Ophiuchus. Libra is 
low in the South-East, Scorpio is rising. 
So also is Aquila, due East. Lyra and 
Cygnus are conspicuous in the North-East. 
Cassiopeia is below the Pole, due North. 
Bright stars in sight are Vega in Lyra, 
Deneb in Cygnus, Arcturus in Bodtes, 
Spica in Virgo, Regulus in Leo, Castor 
and Pollux in Gemini, Procyon in Canis 
Minor, Capella in Auriga. Capella, Deneb 
and Vega never set in this latitude.

double stars conveniently placed for ob- 
servation, among which may be mentioned 
Gamma Virgini , Gamma s, Epsilon 
Bodtis, Delta Serpentis, Zeta Ursae 
Majoris (Mizar),“Polaris and Cor Caroli, 
the last nearly overhead. This position, 
very unhandy for a refracting telescope, 1s 
ideal for a reflector, which is at its best 
on objects near the Zenith. 


NEBUL~. 


This is a good time of year to study the 
great Nebular Region of Virgo. A 
bulletin just issued from Harvard College 
Observatory maps no less than 2,775 of 
these objects in a space between 5° and 
20° North Declination, and within less 
than one hour of Right Ascension—in 
other words, an area about equal to that 
of the Great Square of Pegasus. The 
number of nebulae crowded into this area 
is about double that of all the stars visible 
to the naked eye on the most brilliant 
starlight night; and (herein lies the 
overwhelming thought of it) all, or nearly 
all, are Spiral Nebule. That is, they 
are not amorphous masses of highly rare- 
fied gas, but are star systems. They are 
Galaxies, Island Universes like our own. 
Their distances—well, anything from 
1,000,000 to 140,000,000 light-years. 

Our own Galaxy is known to contain up- 
wards of 3,000,000,000 stars; that is to 
say, suns. There is no reason to think 
that the average of these other Universes 
is any less. And suns imply planets. 


True, we are told that a planetary system 
may be a “rare accident.’’ But a rare 
accident, in a limited number of instances, 
becomes a frequent occurrence when we 
get into figures like the above strings of 
ciphers. In any case, Í personally have 
never felt able to accept the “ rare acci- 
dent ’’ theory. Suns were created to do 
something; not to waste their vast stores 
of energy on vacant space. 

But the above-mentioned small area of 
sky does not exhaust the Nebular Region. 
If we draw lines from Regulus to Cor 
Caroli, thence to Arcturus, thence to 
Spica, and back to Regulus, we shall en- 
close a quadrilateral of sky, all of which 
is crowded with spiral nebul#, which 
evidently ontnumber the naked-eye stars 
many times over. We must not expect to 
view these with the telescope; for the 
great majority are too faint even for giant 
telescopes, and are only visible to the 
searching eye of the camera, and that only 
with exposures of many hours. However, 
a good telescope will show something of 
the fascination and mystery of this mar- 
vellous region. If one sweeps, with a low 
power, over the space between Beta Lecris 
and Epsilon Virginis, many of these weird 
nisty forms will flit across the field of 
view. The larger the telescope, of course, 
the more will be seen. A dark and moon- 
less night should be chosen, and one with 
out mist in the air.

BELFAST TO BOSTON 
AND NEW YORK.

POPULAR TOURIST 
FACILITIES. 


The White Star Line, with that spirit of 
enterprise which always characterises them in 
meeting the demands of the travelling public, 
have inaugurated a new service to Boston and 
New York from Liverpool, calling at Belfast 
and Glasgow to pick up passengers, The 
splendidly equipped R.M.S. Albertic, a vessel 
of 19,000 tons. has been allocated to the ser- 
vice, aud will call on its Westbound 

sages— about once m every month—at 
Belfast Lough and the Clyde. One of the 
notable features of Transatlantic travel 
during the past five years has been the de- 
velopment of Belfast as a port of call for 
almust all liners using the Northern Ireland 
route. Previously passengers had to travel 
to Liverpool or Derry at great inconvenience 
aud delay, but now they are conveyed by 
tender from a new harbour landing stage, 
nearly opposite the County Down Railway 
stution, and put on board the liners as they 
lie in the Belfast Lough, off Carrickfergus. 

The White Star Line is fully alive to the 
importance of the passenger traffic from the 
North of Ireland which can be centralised at 
Belfast. The Albertic is one of the finest 
cabin steamers afloat, and is one of the 
famous ‘‘ big four’’ which the White Star 
Company utilise in. maintaining a weekly ser- 
vice between Liverpool and New York. 

THE ACCOMMODATION. 

Although not so large as some of the White 
Star vessels, notably the Olympic and the 
new Britannic to be launched shortly in Bel- 
fast, the Albertic for comfort and speed is 
equal to the best in the North Atlantic ser- 
vice. The vessel has a tonnage of 19,000, a 
length of 614 feet, and has accommodation 
for 542 cabin, 596 tourist, and £44 third-class 
passengers.

Evervthing which in- 
genuity can devise has been provided to make 
the journey of third-class passengers a 
pleasant and enjoyable trip. There are read- 
ing and writing and smoke rooms, and at 
night, after dinner, the dining-room is avail- 
able for dancing. 

THE TOURIST CLASS. 

Another notable feature in the development 
of Transatlantic facilities is the attention now 
paid to the tourist class. On the Albertic 
and other ships there is now no second class, 
but a new class, variously described as 
** tourist’ and ‘‘tourist third cabin,’’ has 
been introduced, and, as the name indicates, 
it is an effort to cater for the vast middle- 
class tourist traffic between Great Britain and 
America and vice versa. In all essentials the 
accommodation for tourist traffic is very little 
short of the first-class cabin facilities, and 
the comfort afforded would readily explain 
the popularity of this new class with the 
ah co public. A round trip to New York 
and back is now possible at reasonable rates, 
according to the accommodation selected, 
and thousands are now visiting friends in 
America who a few years ago would have 
regarded a trip of the kind as a 
luxury too expensive to be contemplated. 
The journey can be made in three weeks, 
allowing five days for a visit to Niagara 
Falls, Toronto and Montreal. 

With regard to the cabin accommodation 
on the Albertic, every art of embellishment 
has been used to get away from the ship to 
the hotel idea, and the designers and de- 
corators have succeeded admirably. One of 
the new innovations to be embodied in the 
White Star liners will be a fully-equipped 
arene Res gh and this will form part of the 
attraction of the new Britannic (27,000 tons), 
the largest English motor ship, which is to 
be launched at Belfast about the middle of 
next month.

they were making greater efforts now than 
ever before. The ‘foreign games” were 
getting prominence in the daily Press out of 
all proportion to their numbers. 

Mr. P. McGrath, Secretary, Munster 
Council, said that they had had a most suc- 
cessful year in that province, and their college 
competitions were also making progress. 
They paid no heed to the talk about ‘‘ foreign 
games,” | 

Mr. B. C. Fay (Cavan), Sécretary to the 
Ulster Council, reported that the G.A.A. in 
Ulster was in a flourishing position, although 
there had been a slight falling off in hurling. 
In the colleges the position of the Association 
was most satisfactory, and this year he hoped 
that seven Ulster colleges would take part 
in the competitions. Since 1927 the 
number of clubs had increased’ by 
twenty-nine, and” a bigger imcrease was 
hoped for next year, as they had under- 
taken a big organisation campaign. Ulster, 
at least, was one of the places where 
‘foreign games” were not progressing, 
either at the expense of the G.A.A. or other- 
wise. 

Mr. 8. T. O’Ruane, P.C., Chairman, Con- 
naught Council, gave an encouraging report ot 
progress in that province. 

Mr. J. Collins (London) spoke of the work 
of the Association in England. 

In a report on the working of the Hand- 
ball Association, General O'Duffy said that 
progress was maintained in all the provinces, 
but their Association was not yet self-sup- 
porting, and they would have to make ap- 
plication to the Central Council for financial 
support during the year. 

GAMES IN THE COLLEGES. 

Dr. Eamon O’Sullivan,presenting the Central 
College Council report, said that, briefly, the 
position of their games in the four provinces 
was that there were 55 colleges officially in 
G.A.A. competitions, while 40 others played 
Gaelic games also, and some of them hurling 
and Rugby, and there were about 30 schools 
either not promoting any games or no in- 
formation was available. On the other hand, 
there were only 20 Catholic colleges playing 
Rugby, and of this number ten also playe 
hurling. It should be possible, with organisa- 
tion and the removal of the Munster schism, 
to secure one hundred schools and colleges 
under the banner of the G.A.A. It was 
significant that never at any time had «| 
Protestant College even given any of their | 
games a fair trial, if they excepted an isolated | 
hurling match a few years ago in Trinity 
College, when the question of a State grant 
had a synchronous connection with the latter. 
Even the vast majority of the twenty 
Catholic colleges referred to had seriously 
emulated the Protestant colleges in that 
respect as far as Gaelic football was con- 
cerned, and they looked forward to the day | 
when a native Government would compe! | 
these colleges to do their duty to the games | 
of their own country, and lift a boycott 
which was an insult to the national intelli- 
gence of the country. i 

Mr. Beckett (Cork) drew attention to the 
action oí the Galway County Council in re- 
fusing to give any scholarships to students of 
colleges not playing the Gaelic games. He 
proposed a resolution congratulating Galway 

ounty Council on their action, and asking 
the other county councils to act similarly. 

The resolution was passed unanimously. 

There were fifty motions on the agenda, 
one of which was ‘‘ That the ban on foreign 
games be removed,”’ 

The Chairman said that’ the matter had 
been a bone of contention íor years past, and! 
he asked for a straight vote on the matter. 

By a very large majority the motion was 
defeated.

CENOTAPH. | 


The arrival of nine hundred ex-soldiers 
of France on a pilgrimage to pay homage 
to their British comrades who fought by 
their side and were killed in the Great 
War made a most impressive semi- 
military spectacle in London yesterday. 

Many of the Frenchmen were attired in 
picturesque uniforms and bore coloured 
standards. The majority wore dark blue 
berets bearing enamelled badges with the 
words, La Flamme, the French organisa- 
tion which they represented. 

All the visitors attended Divine Service. 
and at noon a formal reception was held 
at Westminster Hall, where the French 
contingent were joined by a large number 
of representatives of the British Legion. 
They carried flags; decorated like the 
French flags, with crépe, in memory of 
Marshal Foch. 

The delegates were welcomed by Major- 
General G. S. Clive on behalf of the 
Government and the Army Council. Earl 
Jellicoe also welcomed the visitors to 
London. 

General Gouraud, the one-armed Mili- 
tary Governor of Paris. who led the 
acknowledged the compli- 
ments, and later both French and British 
contingents marched to Westminster 
Abbey, where a ‘palm was laid on the 
grave of the Unknown Warrior, and 
wreaths were laid at the base of the 
Cenotaph by General Gouraud and M. 
Pericard.

Analysis 
shows that the year’s receipts from estate 
duties, stamp duties, income tax and 
corporation profits tax fell. The first of 
these always. must be fortuitous, and 
income tax has fallen with the progressive 
clearance of arrears. On the other hand, 
returns from customs, excise, motor 
duties,. excess.,. profits tax and the Post 
Office all rose substantially. These returns 
point to an improvement of trade, and 
that improvement is attendant on the 
economic recovery which has given Mr.

War in China. 


The latest news from China must dash 


the world’s hopes for that afflicted land. 
Her Central Government at Nanking has 
been ‘‘ recognised”’ by the Great Powers; 
but the provincial tuchuns are ominously 
reluctant to surrender the use, or abuse, 
of' their local revenues. Some of them, 
indeed, in open revolt against 
Nanking, which, during the last few days, 
has been forced to declare war upon 
the Provincial Government at Wuhan 
(formerly Hankow). This Government is 
controlled by the “ Kwangsi group ” ‘of 
generals, who, between’ them, command 
considerable resources in men and money. 
It is reported that the Kuomintang 
armies, organised by a German officer and 
led by General Chiang Kai-shek; have 
won the first battle and have compelled 
the Wuhan Government to withdraw: to 
the southern bank of the Yangtse.. Un- 
jortunately, this rebellion is not Nanking’s 
only problem. For the moment it is able 
to claim—but. doubtfully—the 
allegiance of the northern general, Feng 
When the Central Govern- 
ment was created this astute and formid- 
able man refused to disband his armies,

The New World. 


Some investigations which have been 
conducted on the American coast throw 
doubt upon the general belief that 
America was discovered by Norsemen 
hundreds of years before Columbus. An 
interesting report on this question has 
been prepared by Dr. William Strong, 
anthropologist of an expedition which was 
organised by the Chicago Museum of 
Natural History. Dr. Strong investigated 
several of the supposed Norse ruins on the 
Labrador coast, and concludes that they 
are merely the remnants of old Esquimaux 
whaling camps and burial places. None 
of them has been found to resemble the 
authenticated Norse ruins in Greenland. 
Persistent. legends of early trans-Atlantic 
travellers may have some foundation in 
fact, as Dr. Strong thinks; but they are 
not supported by archeological evidence. 
No doubt, many primitive adventurers 
went far into the mysterious Atlantic, 
possessed by the spirit of Tennyson’s 
Ulysses— 

It may be that the gulis will wash us down: 
It may be we shall touch the Happy Isles. 

Some dim traditions of western discovery 
are connected with the voyages of St. 
Brendan. There is a story of a Norseman 
of Irish extraction who sailed to the coast 
of Florida in the tenth century and called 
it “Great Ireland.” Until more definite 
‘evidence is forthcoming, however, the 
main responsibility for the discovery must 
rest upon the great Genoese. “ Nowhere 
in the universe,” Columbus himself wrote 
of the New World and its people, “is there 
a better nation or a better country; These 
people seem to live in a golden age, happy 
and quiet amid open and endless 
gardens.”” Whether that golden age con- 
tinues after four centuries must be a 
matter of opinion. In one sense un- 
doubtedly it continues. No people ever 


have been so wealthy in a material sense

Poison Gas. 


‘Authorities. on modern warfare are 
resolved to freeze our blood. Bigger and 
better artillery, still‘ higher explosives, 
more efficient submarine blockades, armies 
terrible with tanks instead of with 
banners—all will be seen in operation if 
humanity is rash enough to endure 
another world war. The crowning refine- 
mént of civilisation, however, is poison 
gas. Exaggeration is easy in these 


matters, but a-pamphlet. which has been. 


issued by. the. Carnegie Endowment for 
Internationa] Peace leaves no doubt that 
the dividing line between combatants and 
civilians in future warfare must be very 
thin. It is true that partial measures of 
protection are feasible. The International 
Red Cross recommends the construction of 
subterranean shelters, that can be sealed 
hermetically and supplied with oxygen or 
with filtered air from a high chinmey. 
All new buildings, it suggests, ought to 
be provided with such shelters; and food, 
water and hospital stocks ought to be 
stored in gas-proof receptacles. Without 
such precautions it will be impossible to 
prevent the total destruction of life in 
thickly-populated centres by gas ‘bombs 
dropped from the air. The-economic cost 
of these safeguards would be enormous, 
but the soberly-worded report leaves no 
doubt that they will be necessary. In 
the Great War 27 per cent. of the 
American casualties were due to gas, 
although the use of gas then was ‘‘a child’s 
game, compared to. what it will be in 
future.” An area shelled with mustard 
gas is contaminated for days, and, in 
warm, dry weather, for-weeks. This gas 
‘“sinks into all depressions, dug-outs, 
houses, and permeates all objects with 
which it comes into contact.’ 
aeroplanes can infect large areas with it 
so effectively that almost ' every man 
and animal would be a certain casualty.’’ 
Ingenious chemists are at work, and 
probably several gases which are yet more 
horrible have been discovered. 


OBITUARY. 


LORD MONTAGU OF BEAULIEU. 
' Lord -Montaga of Beaulieu, who was taken 
ill with pneumonia some time ago in London, 
died -there last Saturday moming. born in 
1866 and educated at Eton and New College, 
Oxford, he was the second holder of the title. 
At College he became a well-known swunmer 
and oarsman. Afterwards he spent some 
time in the workshops of the London and 
South-Western Railway at Nine Elms, and 
became an expert locomotive driver. Later 
he became ‘interested in motoring, and took 
King Edward VII. for his first motor drive. 
He ‘was one of the first life members of the 
Automobile Clidb, and he also took a lively 
interest in the aeroplane and its evolution. 
He started and conducted successfully for 
fourteen years the well-known weekly paper 
The Car Illustrated. Entering Parliament 
in 1892.as a Conservative, he represented the 
New: Forest Division until he succeeded to 
the peerage on the death of his father in 
1905. Lord Montagu, who travelled widely, 
was an expert shot and angler. At the 
beginning of the war he accompanied a 
Hampshire Territorial battalion to India, and 
after a time was appointed Inspector of 
Mechanical Vehicles in that country. He 
returned home in 1915 to confer with the 
Government. On his way out to India again 
his vessel, the Persia, was torpedoed “in tige 
Mediterranean. He, with some other of the 
passengers and crew, spent thirty-two hours 
i a broken boat before ihey were rescued. 

Lord Montagu was first married to a 
daughter of the ninth Marquis of Lothian. 
She died in 1919, and he married a daughier 
of the late Major EF. B. Cake, by whom he 
had a son and heir. 


COLONEL J. E. VAUGHAN. 


Colonel J. Edwards Vaughan, of Kheola, 
Neath, Glamorgan, Deputy-Lieutenant of 
Glamorgan, died last Saturday at the age of 
66.. Colonel Vaughan served with the Royal 
Scots Fusiliers in the Burmah campaign, 
1887, and the South African War, and woz 
special mention in both campaigns. During 
the European war he commanded the Swaa- 
sea Garrison. In 1895 he unsuccessfully con- 
tested Mid-Glamorgan as Conservative candi- 
date. He was the oldest Justice of the Peace 
for Glamorgan, and was ex-High Sheriff cf 
Breconshire. He was a member of the 
Royal Yacht Squadron and Vice-Commodore 
of the Bristol Channel Yacht (lúb, He de 
signed and sailed his own yachts, and held 
an extra master’s certificate. His elder 
daughter married Captain Mark Haggard, a 
nephew of Sir Rider Haggard, who was 
billed at Cambrai, and gained fame by 
urging his mew as he lay dying to “* stick it, 
the’ Welsh’’ Colonel Vaughan was a’' big 
landowner in the Vale of Neath, and he also 
had a residence at Falmouth. 


MR. B. J. O’ FLAHERTY. 
The death of Mr. Bernard J. O'Flaherty, 


solicitor, occurred last Saturday at his resi- 
dence. ‘‘ Mayfield,”’ Enniscorthy, following 
a brief illness: He was principal of the firm 
of Messrs. P. J. O'Flaherty and Son,: solici- 
tors, Enniscorthy and Wexford. He was 
educated at Stoneyhurst, and was admitted 
a solicitor in the Hilary Term in 1887. He 
succeeded to the practice built up by his 
father, the. late Mr. Peter J. O’Flahertv. 
His career as a lawyer was remarkably sue- 
cessful. He was a leading member of the 
County Wexford Bar, and in addition to his 
extensive legal practice he had a large land 
agency business, which included the estaie 
of Lord Portsmouth, owner of Enniscorthy 
tuwn. He was a generous contributor to locs! 
charities, and every project for the improve- 
ment of Iocal conditions in Enniscorthy for 
the past forty years benefited by his moral 
support aud financial aid. In pre-war days 
Mr. O’Flaherty was a member of the Island 
Hunt and other hunting clubs in County 
Wexford. He was also a plaving member of 
the County Wexford Polo Club.

Chinese reports state that the Kwangsi 
troops at present in and around. Canton 
are reputed to number over 10,000, wil] 
be permitted to leave Kwangtung peace- 
fully, and it is understood that the 
Cantonese General, Tang Shih-chang, will 
lead them out. 

The signatories of the telegram include

ITALIAN CARDINAL 
DEAD. 

MANY VACANCIES IN 
SACRED COLLEGE.

The death is announced, in his sixty- 
third year, of Cardinal Lucidi, an Italian 
meinber oí the Sacred College, who had 
been suffering from heart disease for 
some time past. 

The death of the Cardinal reduces the 
number of Italian Cardinals to twenty- 
six, while there are at present thirty- 
three non-Italian Cardinals. At the 
moment the Sacred College is composed 
of only fifty-nitte members, while a 
quorum, or plenum, as it is called, is 
seventy. 

Even allowing for the custom which 
requires that one or two places shall 
remain vacant, the Pope can now. create 
eight or nine new Cardinals. Never since 
the Papacy of leo XIII. has the Pope so 
many .“Red Hats’’ at his disposal to 
bestow. 


MR. MYRON HERRICK 
DEAD. 


U.S. AMBASSADOR IN PARIS.

PARIS, Sunday. 
Mr..Mvron Herrick, the United States 
Ambassador, died here suddenly at 5.15 
this afternoon. : 
Mr. Herrick’s health had been very 
grave for some time, and he had intended 
to be present at the funerai of Marshal 
Foch, but on the previous day he had an 
attack similar to that which he had in 
America on his last visit. 
This morning, after a particularly 
severe seizure, the Ambassador's condi- 
tion became worse, and he passed away 
peacefully as the result of a heart attack 
during the afterncon. 
Mr.. Herrick, who was horn in 1854, 
was a barrister before he entered politics. 
He became one of the lieutenants of Presi- 
dent McKinlev. He was appointed 
Ambassador to France in February, 1912, 
a post which -he held until December, 
1914.

the Rey. R. J. Campbell, speaking at 
Lrighton yesterday, after his extensive 
four of America, referred to “the grow- 
iny feeling’? which was springing up 
between the United States and Great 
Britain. 

“One would think civilised nations had 
had enough of war and suffered 
sufficiently from its dire effects to make 
them agree that in no circumstances 
would there be any such thing again,” he 
said. “This seems to be very far from 
the fact. A generation is growing up 
and does not remember the horrors of the 
struggle which ended tep and a half 
years ago. There are others who remem- 
ber it well enough to retain permanently 
a sort of war mentality in their brains 
which they cannot get rid of. These talk 
of the inevitability of war and of their 
duty of preparing for the next war. 

“I have just returned from the United 
States, where I have had ample oppor- 
tunity to make acquaintance with what 
has been said and written in public and 
private concerning the naval questions 
between our country and the United 
States. 

REAL DANGER OF WAR. 

“ We are consistently being told on this 
side of the water that war with America 
is unthinkable. Don’t you believe it. It 
is not unthinkable. We used to say 
that about Germany, but it came off, and 
we have already tought America twice. 
War with America will come again if we 
allow matters to drift on as at present. 

“I was dismayed by many things I 
heard and read of concerning America’s 
intention and readiness to proceed to 
extremities with us. Don’t misunder- 
stand me. There are more genuine 
idealists in America than in any country 
of the world except ourselves. 

“ I was glad to observe a change for the 
better in the attitude of the finer elements 
in American life towards us since I was 
in America last, in the spring and summer 
ef 1921. You can scarcely pick up a paper 
without finding some respectful reference 
to Great Britain. 

“In schools and colleges, in the text 
books which are put into the hands of the 
rising youths, especially among the 
higher institutions, feelings of warmth 
and admiration are expressed for Great 
Britain. All this is to the good, but 
there is an element which hates Great 
Britain, and would welcome the thought 
of attack. 

MISTRESS OF THE SEAS. 

“There is another element which does 
not particularly want war, but is fully 
determined that America should replace 
(Great Britain as mistress of the seas. They 
feel strong enough to do it. So they are. 
They have the money, and we have not. 

“There is one thing to do to avert the 
disaster of war with America. That is to 
make up our minds that in no circum- 
stances whatever shall we draw the sword 
against our kinsfolk over the seas. What 
a wicked thing it would be! Let them 
say and do what they like: Let them 
attack what they like and build what they 
like, but let us refuse to fight them. Go 
to arbitration a thousand times, and lose 
rather than go to war. Spiritu.l forces 
are always in the long run uppermost.” 


WOMAN DRESSED AS A 
MAN. 


STRANGE STORY TOLD IN 


MULLINGAR COURT. 


When Mary Reynolds, of Lisnagrash, 
Edgeworthstown, a young single woman, was 
last Saturday, at Mullingar Court, returned for 
trial to the Dublin Central Criminal Court, 
the Justice had heard an extraordinary story 
in the evidence of twelve or fourteen wit- 
nesses examined. 

The woman is charged with assault with 
intent to murder her aunt, Rose Bacon, of 
Tinode, Westmeath, an old-age pensioner, 
who is almost blind, and lives with an elderly 
sister in a smal] house about six miles from 
her niece’s home. 

John Moore, till recently a captain in the 
Free State Army, told how he heard screams. 
He and his brother ran 400 yards from their 
own garden and fornd the injured woman 
Bacon about 30 yards from her own door on 
her knees, her face covered with blood. 

Armed with hayforks, they ran to a planta 
tion and searched it. In some furze witness 
saw a person whom he identified as the 
accused. She had a man’s coat lying on the 
ground beside her, and was evidently just 
after taking it off. She was in the act of 
removing a pair of trousers, which still lay 
around her shoes. She had a man’s cap on, 
and had obviously had the male attire over 
her own clothes. In a sack beside her was 
a woman's hat, also quantities of butter and 
sugar. There was a piece of sacking tied 
on each shoe. 

BOTH LEGS BROKEN. 

Thomas Moore stated that his brother then 
accused Reynolds of threatening and robbing 
her aunt, and she said: ‘‘ Let me go and say 
nothing about it.” 

James Browne and James Wynne gave evi- 
dence of hearing screams, and finding the 
injured woman lying near a stile close to her 
door. There was blood and bruises on her 
face, and her legs were broken. They con- 
veyed her on an old door to the house. 

Medical evidence indicated that the bruises. 
etc., would be caused by direct violence, as 
blows of a stick, but the broken legs were 
ae caused by indirect violence; as by a 
all. 

A brother and sister of the accused gave 
evidence of her habits going to and from 
her aunt’s home, and the brother identified 
ba man’s coat found near the accused as 
lig, 

Anne Bacon, the elderly sister of the in. 
jured woman, told that every Friday she 
goes to the village for the pension as her 
sister was blind. It was on a Friday that she 
Was injured, and witness had told her niece 
on the previous day not to come that Friday 
as she would be out, and there would be 
nothing for her to do in the house. 

‘NJUREO WOMAN'S STATEMENT. 

When the Justice had heard all these wit- 
nesses he travelled by motor car to the 
County Infirmary, police and the accused 
fcllowing in another car, and at the bedside 
of the injured woman took her deposition. 
She said that she was in the kitchen scrubbing 
a churn, when a person came to the door. 
and the witness called: ‘‘Who is there?’ 
The person came in. As the witness was 
blind she could not swear whether the caller 
WAS a Man or woman. 

In reply to the intruder’s demand witness 
replied: “TI have no money,” and the in- 
truder replied: *‘ I will not go without it,” 
me started to beat witness with a short 
stick. 

The intruder pushed the witness, who fell, 
and when lying on the floor the intruder beat 
her on the head, feet; and hands. Witness 
eaught the stick, heid it, and got it from her 
assailant, and afterwards gave it to the 
police. 

Her assailant, when leaving, closed the 
door, but, creeping on her hands and knees, 
the witness managed to reach the door, 
struggled out as far as the stile, collapsed, 
und shouted for help, when Moore came up.

They have shown people it is 
safe to fly, and have given people the 
idea of the air. To-day mails are to go 
by air on a 5,000-miles journey. I am 
quite sure it marks the beginning of a 
greht system of passenger and mail air 
transport. 

“There is no official ceremony to-day. 
There will, however, be an official cere- 
mony when the service is open for pas- 
sengers, as it will be in a short time, and 
when the Italian service across the 
Meditérranean, which is to be run in 
conjunction with ours, is also ready. 
Then a British and an Italian flying boat 
will cross the Mediterranean in company. 

“ 1 shall leave the India line at Alex- 
andria, and thence fly up the Nile in 
R.A.F. machines, possibly as far as 
Mongalla, as I wish to make inquiries 
with regard to the projected air line to 
the Cape, which the British Government, 
in conjunction with the Governments of 
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‘countries on the route, will assist.’’

At the “ Republican Plot,’ in which six- 
teen men are buried, the members of the pro- 
cession took up positions around the new 
headstone, on which the sixteen names are 
engraved, and the Last Post was sounded 
by Fianna buglers. Some wreaths were 
placed on the grave and the procession dis- 
persed. No oration was delivered.

A MERCIFUL MAN. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim,—I do not know if the subject of this 
letter will be found worthy of your attention, 
as it is probably a very ordinary one here, 
but 1 have felt that 1 should mention it to 
you for my own satisfaction. !t happe 
yesterday on the Navan road by that glorious 
weather which gives to all that surrounds 
us such a pleasant colouring. Three carts, 
heavily loaded with manure and led by a 
waggoner and a boy, were pulled up a steep 
hill situated a little beyond Blanchardstown, 
and they were about half-way when 
horses, slipping on the tarred road, and, 
having no catching for their hoofs, stopped 
helpless and exhausted. The waggoner, whe 
had toiled hard to help them and was watch- 
ug them anxiously, did not lose his temper 
or his presence of mind. He expressed first 
in loud terms his disappointment in age 
no sand on the way to help the horses, and, 
having thus vented his feelings, he backed 
his carts with infinite precaution to the 
bottom of the hill, and then, with the help 
of the boy, and, having borrowed a small 
hand-shovel, he started scraping up from the 
embankment all the earth or dust he could 
gather, and threw it to make a way and 
cover up the most difficult part of the hill. 
He then returned to his horses and, without 
any whip, without using a harsh word, 
— with the encouragement of his voice 
and the help of his arm, he succeedéd im 
making them. one after the other, negotiate 
the obstacle that had been at first too much 
for them, and in leading them to the top 
without undue fatigue. All these arrange 
ments had taken a good half hour, during 
which there was not on the part of the man 
the least show of irritation. His care for 
his horses did not relax a moment, and, 
when he was congratulated, his genial smile 
showed the keen satisfaction that he had on 
the result obtained without harming them. 

Such a spectacle, commonplace as it may 
seem, could hardly be witnessed outside 
this country: although 1 have travelled 
rather extensively, Í have never seen any- 
thing to compare with it. I watched it with 
interest verging to emotion during all the 
time it lasted. and I think that a land which 
can produce men of good heart, and devoted 
to their work as that one, has in itself a 
treasure which cannot be too highly appre- 
ciated, and which, well employed and taken 
care of, may one day give the 
fruits. This little event shows also how, foi 
all country work, an extraordinary amount 
of patience and perseverance is required even 
in the smallest things, how difficult it must 
be to regain these qualities of mind when 
once they have been lost, and, lastly, how 
essential it is to keep the country people on

CORK, Sunday. 
The outstanding event of last week in

was definitely understood that the Busi- 
ness Party, who were assured of a sub- 
stantial majority, with the support of two 
of the Cumann na nGaedheal representa- 
tives and at least three Independent mem- 
bers, intended putting forward one of 
their number for the Mayoralty. [First 
one member and then another backed 
down, however, and on the eve of ‘the 
meeting it was decided not to contest the 
issue. 

Fifteen minutes before the new Council 
met for the first time a hurried confer- 
ence was called, when this decision was 
rescinded, and a third member consented 
to his nomination. In the meantime, 
however, the lack of agreement among the 
Business Party representatives had lost 
them support, and it was only when two 
Independent members proposed and 
seconded Alderman French’s election that 
this threat of possible defeat resulted in 
his unopposed return. 

This wavering of the Business represen- 
tatives has aroused a certain amount of un- 
easiness among their supporters, and if 
they are to retain public confidence, a 
more business-like attitude will have to be 
adopted. At the recent election the 
failure of the political parties was an in- 
dication of the citizens’ desire for an 
absence of politics from civic affairs, and 
more especially their wish for a con- 
tinuance of the administration of their, 
affairs in the same practical way as under 
the Commissioner system for the past five 
years. 


EX-SERVICE MEN. 


During the years since the war Mr. 
Brooke Brasier, a prominent member of 
the Irish Farmers’ Union, has been un- 
tiring in his efforts on behalf of British 
ex-Service men in the eastern portion of 
Cork County. A few months ago he was 
successful in gaining grants from 
Southern Irish Loyalist and 
Legion Funds for the promotion of better 
marketing facilities and more adequate 
equipment for the ex-Service fishermen of 
Youghal, Ballycotton and other villages 
along the coast. i 

In the course of a conversation yester- 
day Mr. Brasier told me of a market 
gardening scheme that was now being in- 
augura in this district with a grant 
from the United Services Fund. 

Under this latest effort to relieve the 
unhappy lot of the ex-Service men in 
East Cork County, some four hundred 
men will benefit by the distribution of 
more than twenty tons of high-class seed 
potatoes. There is a scarcity of seed 
otatoes at the present time. Abnormally 
eavy rains during February and the 
early part of March caused a virtual sus- 
pension of farming operations here, but 
the summerlike weather of the past three 
weeks has, to a large extent, eradicated 
the damage caused. 

Mr. Brasier mentioned that he himself 
is presenting prizes for the best crops 
grown under the scheme, and their in- 
centive to the smallholders concerned 
should go a long way towards ensuring 
its success. “ It is our aim,” he said, 
“to assist and encourage these men to 
turn from a condition of unemployment 
and enforced idleness into a producing 
community for the benefit of the whole 
country.”’

AVIATION PORTS. 


Reference was made in this column last 
week to the efforts of the Cork Harbour 
Commissioners to establish air services 
here in connection with the trans-Atlantic 
liners calling at the port. The committee 
which was- appointed to consider this 
suggestion has now examined several 
sites at Queenstown, which town, in all 
probability, would be made the centre if 
a scheme were adopted. It is expected 
that a report will be presented to the 
Board within the next few weeks. 

The importance of commercial aviation 
now looms very large in the public eye, 
and a further instance of the friendly 
rivalry existing between the ports of the 
South of Ireland is provided by the sug- 
gestion made at the last meeting of the 
Waterford Chamber of Commerce, that 
they also should be alive to their interests 
in this direction. The hope was expressed 
that the consideration of the question in 
the proper quarter would bring concrete 
results. 

On his visit to the Munster capital a 
few months ago Sir Alan Cobham pointed 
out that the provision of adequate facili- 
ties at Cork Harbour for a seaplane base 
would entail only a gomparatively small 
expenditure, but despite this expert 
opinion no practical steps have yet been 
taken.

It bas becn claimed that the mating. of old 
cocks with pullets resulted ‘in a pre- 
ponderance of pullets, and that if 
cockerels are mated with adult hens 
there will be a larger number of males. 
This theory has no doubt resulted from 
the fact that there are certain Sa 
which generally prove correct, thou 
numerous exceptions occur. In “ ; 
Book of Poultry” some of these are 
mentioned which have been verified fre- 
quently. If a vigorous cockerel 
mated with not more than. three adult 
hens the result will be chiefly cockerels 
in the early broods. If an adult 
cock be mated with five or more 
 pullets then pullets will generally be in 
excess. As a rule the fewer the fie 
and the more vigorous “the stock the 
greater will be the proportion of 
cockerels, which are always “more 
numerous in the earlier eggs of a season 
than the Jater. Still; there is really no 
eh ne about these.
